The  Albinos  are  aometlmea  of  pare  Belgian  origin ;  aonietlmes  the  resnit  of  a 
croM  between  Belgian  and  Plemlgh,  and  yet  again  are  oftentimes  able  to  claim  a 
pure-bred  rabbit  as  sire  or  dam,  and  the  other  parent  may  be  Just  a  cross-bred 
animal.  When  bred  to  a  good  slse.  the  fur  should  command  a  much  higher  price 
than  either  the  skin  of  the  Belgian,  Flemish,  or  New  ZeaUnd.

SELECTION  OF  STOCK. 

When  purchasing  stock.  It  Is  desirable,  If  possible,  to  visit  the  rnbbitry  before 
buying.  One  can  then  make  a  better  selection  than  would  be  possible  by  corres- 
lK)ndence  with  breeders  at  n  distance.  Whilst  the  weight  requirements  for  Flemish 
•lants  are  glvoi  in  the  standard  .is  not  less  than  11  lb.  for  bucks  and  not  less  than 
IJ  lb.  foi  doc.^.  it  has  been  found  that  does  from  9  to  12  lb.  arc  equally  profitable. 
Handle  carefully  all  rabbits  one  intends  to  buy.  Pass  V  i  hand  over  the  back  and 
feel  for  unnatural  swellings  of  any  kind.  Look  well  into  the  ears  and  eyes,  and 
make  sure  there  s  no  discharge  from  the  nostrils.  Examine  the  fore  and  hind  feet 
for  soreness,  and  also  In8i)ect  for  sexual  Inflammation.  The  above  precautions  are 
given  because  quite  often  one  may  purchase  from  a  beginner  Wiio  may  know  less 
than  oneself  regarding  these  matters. 

It  Is  advisable  to  Inquire  as  to  system  of  feeding,  ration  fed,  and  method  of 
housing,  so  as  not  to  mnke  too  big  a  change  when  starting. 

The  beginner  should  start  in  a  small  way,  thus  learning  the  business  at  less 
risk  and  cost.  Purchase  of  three  or  four  does  and  one  unrelated  buck  will  give  a 
go(Kl  start.  Both  sexes  should  be  purchased  from  stock  of  vigorous  constitution 
and  prolific  In  breeding. 

HOUSING. 

Quite  a  few  systems  are  used  for  housing  rabbits,  and  each  has  its  champions 

Probably  there  are  more  rabbits  kept  in  Individual,  stationary  hutches  than  In  any 

other  quarters.    The  reason  for  this  Is  mainly  a  matter  of  economy  with  the  average 

breeder.    Hutches  that  have  proved  very  serviceable  have  been  made  by  utilizing 
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packlng-caaes  of  every  size  and  shape.  The  other  Ryatems  of  houalng  are  the  tMttery, 
either  with  or  without  shed  shelter,  the  movable  or  colony  hatch,  aud  the  pen 
method. 

With  the  hutch  aystem  the  main  essentlala  are  weH-llghtcd,  clean,  draught-  and 
rain-proof  hutches  of  sufflclent  height,  length,  and  width,  easy  to  clean,  and,  lastly, 
vermin-proof.  Rabbits  kept  in  undersized  hutches  are  much  harder  to  keep  in 
condition  than  those  housed  more  favourably.  The  dimensions  recommended  are: 
I^.igth,  from  5  to  0  feet;  height,  2  feet;  width.  2  feet.  After  allowing  for  space 
occupied  by  the  nest  there  is  sti'i  room  for  the  rabbits  to  exercise. 

The  battery,  or  tier,  system  Is  highly  reconunended  by  those  using  them.  It  is 
labour-saving,  takes  up  little  room,  and  is  economical  to  build.  They  cau  be  placeil 
in  a  shed  or  outdoors.    An  liinstratlon  of  this  type  is  given  below.

The  movable  hutch  for  both  breeding  does  and  for  young  growing  stock,  1»  to 
be  recommended  where  one  has  n  sufficient  area  of  land  to  allow  of  constant  removal 
of  the  hutch.  This  hutch  has  a  wire  run  attached,  and  therefore  permits  of  the 
rabbits  getting  more  exercise  than  when  housed  in  srtationary  qu.irters.  This  system 
cannot  be  operated  all  the  year  round,  except  In  those  sections  wljere  there  Is  little 
frost  or  snowfall. 

The  pen  method  is,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  all  things  considered,  the  l)est  system 
of  housing.  A  disused  wood-shed,  outhouse,  or  fowl-house  can  be  utilized  for  this 
purpose.  The  stock  are  housed  In  medium-sized  hutches  placed  nround  the  walla 
of  shed,  and  each  rabbit  allowed  out  on  the  floor  of  the  shed  for  exercise  at  stated 
intervals.  The  floor  needs  to  be  littered  and  kept  reasonably  clean.  Where  the 
animals  are  housed  on  the  floor-level,  means  must  be  taken  to  prevent  the  loose  one 
fighting  through  hutch-wire. 

The  hutches  should  be  cleaned  regularly  and  thoroughly.  The  common  diseases 
of  rabbits  ore  practically  all  due  to  lack  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation.

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amount  wblch  each  rabbit  will  oleaii  up  entirely  before  the  next  luenl  l«  nerved.  If 
less  food  Is  given  tban  will  satisfy  their  appetites,  the  rabbits  will  not  thrive  as 
well  as  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  If  more  is  given  them,  the  surplus  will  be 
pulled  about,  trodden  on,  and  soiled.  This  involves  a  waste  of  food  whlrh  would 
otherwise  be  available  for  the  maintenance  of  additional  stuck,  and  at  the  same 
time  tends  to  render  the  hutches  dirty  and  insanitary.  The  exact  quantity  of  fond 
required  will  vary  with  each  rabbit,  but  It  will  soon  be  seen  what  amount  Is  neces- 
sary without  leaving  any  room  for  waste. 

Adult  rabbits  require  only  two  good  meals  a  day ;  one  as  early  in  tlie  morning  as 
|M>8sible,  the  other  at  night;  but,  if  the  time  can  be  spared,  the  same  amount  of  foo<l 
may  be  distributed  In  three  hel|>lnKS  a  day,  with  beneficial  results,  as  It  will  be  less 
liable  to  be  soiled  and  waste<l.  Three  uieals,  however,  are  a  nef'esslty  in  the  case 
of  does  which  are  rearing  litters,  and  young  animals  Intended  for  the  table. 

In  the  case  of  rabbits  kept  In  colony  hutches,  the  feeding,  for  the  main  part, 
consists  of  moving  the  hutches  to  fresh  grass  whenever  required,  but  not  less  than 
once  daily,  unless  the  weather  is  such  as  to  render  this  course  undesirable.  During 
wet  weather,  for  instance,  it  will  be  better  not  to  move  the  hutches,  but  to  supply 
their  Inmates  with  leaves  or  cut  grass  or  with  hay  and  roots,  Pnbblts  in  stationary 
hutches  must  naturally  be  served  with  green  food  by  hand  at  all  times,  and  the 
meals  may  consist  of  cut  grass,  lettnce-leaves,  chicory,  kale,  rape,  turnlp-to|>s,  or 
whatever  other  vegetable  Is  in  season  or  available.  The  leaves  of  carrots,  beet, 
mangels,  and  other  such  roots  ore  all  relished  by  rabbits,  while  dandelion-leaves, 
sow-thistles,  and  a  host  of  other  such  weeds'are  all  useful.  All  green  for<l  should 
be  given  dry,  because  wet  or  frosted  food  will  Injuriously  affect  the  bowels  of 
rabbits.  For  this  reason  all  green  food  should  be  gathered  before  sunset  or  before 
the  dew  falls. 

In  winter,  when  grass  ond  leaves  are  scarce,  roots  may,  if  necessary,  be  exclu- 
sively made  use  of,  and  for  this  purjOTse  carrots,  turnips,  parsnips,  beet,  potatoes, 
etc.,  are  available.  Swedes  and  mangels  are  also  most  nsefui,  and  greatly  enJoye<l ; 
but  these  should  not  be  given  to  rabbits,  any  more  than  to  other  stock,  until  after 
Christmas,  by  which  time  most  of  their  acids  will  have  been  converted  Into  sugar. 

Any  leaves  and  weeds  of  which  there  may  be  a  surplus  in  the  summer  may  be 
sun-dried  and  preserved  for  winter  use.  to  eke  out  the  roots  and  hay.  Sweet,  dry 
hay  of  all  kinds  may  be  freely  Hse<l  when  green  foo<l  Is  scarce,  and  should  always 
be  given  in  small  quantities  at  night,  particularly  in  winter,  when  the  Inst  feed  of 
the  day  is  necessarily  given  considerably  eoriler  than  would  be  the  case  lit  summer, 
with  its  longer  days.  Hay  ought  to  be  placed  in  a  small  hay-rr.ck  pro\  Ided  for  the 
pur|)ose,  as  a  large  proportion  will  otherwise  he  Inevitably  soiled  and  wasted. 

Orain  of  sorts  may  also  be  given  In  cold  weather  and  at  all  times  to  growing 
youngsters  Intended  for  stock  purposes  and  does  with  Utters,  A  large  tablesiK>onfui 
per  day  will  be  an  ample  allowance  for  each  animal,  ami  should  be  given  In  a 
trough  of  stoneware  or  tin,  with  edges  so  arranged  tluit  the  food  cannot  be  scratched 
out  and  wasted  by  the  rabbits.  Oats  n-e.  perhaps,  the  best  staple  grain  food  for 
rabbits.  Wheat  is  also  good,  while  barley  and  com  are  useful  if  given  In  motleratlon, 
and  only  by  way  of  change.  They  are  too  heating  for  regular  use.  Barley-meal 
and  corn-meal  possess  the  same  objections  as  the  grain  from  which  they  are  derive<l, 
and  must  therefore  be  used  in  moderation.  Bran  is  safe  and  very  useful  for  growing 
stock  and  does  in  or  with  .voung.  being  bone-forming  and  milk-producing.  It  may  be 
given  either  dry  or  In  a  slightly  moistened  condition.  Some  breeders  keep  a  dry 
mash  of  bran  or  oatmeal  continually  before  their  stock.  Pnes  may  he  given  a 
warm  bran-mash  dally  from  two  days  before  the  date  of  kindling  to  a  week  or  so 
after.  A  bran-mash  should  be  prei>ared  by  pouring  boiling  water  upon  the  bran 
SMfHciently  to  moisten  It,  when  stirred  up,  without  rendering  It  stoppy.  It  should 
then  be  permitted  to  stand  until  moderately  warm  before  being  served  out.  Growing 
stock  may  be  given  a  bran-mash  once  or  twice  weekly;  It  will  help  to  form  their 
bones,  and  at  the  same  time  tend  to  keep  the  bowels  in  proper  condition.    Either

Some 
breeders  do  not  give  water  «t  any  time.  The  cuntenfius  of  opinion  leenu  to  be  In 
;~voar  of  tapplylng  drinking-water,  however-  Oroen  food  sboald  be  given  regularly, 
and  any  left  over  ahonld  elwayi  be  removed.  The  grain  portion  of  the  diet  may  be 
either  oats  or  barley,  whole  or  crushed.  Some  American  breeders  gWe  small  quanti- 
ties of  cracked  com  during  the  cooler  portions  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  young  will  soon  begin  nibbling  the  food  given  the 
mother,  and  everything  should  be  done  to  encourage  this.  The  young,  especially 
If  numerous,  prove  a  heavy  drain  on  the  doe.  and  she  should  be  given  a  drink  of 
sweet  milk  daily.  In  addition  to  her  usual  ration.  The  greenstuflT  fed  needs  to  be 
young,  tender,  and  dry.  The  food  eaten.  In  addition  to  the  mother's  milk,  tends  to 
prevent  the  set-back  or  check  so  often  experienced  by  the  young  stock  when  flrst 
removed  from  the  doe  at  weanlng-tlme. 


WEANINQ  AND  FATTENINQ. 

When  removing  the  young  It  Is  advisable  to  take  ciway  half  of  the  litter— the 
biggest  ones  arst— a  day  or  two  ahead.  Any  likely  looking  ones — bucks  or  does- 
should  be  separated  at  this  time  if  to  be  kept  for  breeding  purposes.  It  Is  not 
advisable  to  select  them  after  they  have  been  In  the  fattenlng-tiens.  They  should 
not  be  forced  In  any  way,  but  allowed  to  mature  naturally,  and  be  given  a  fair 
amount  of  exercise. 

As  a  general  rule,  weening  is  best  done  when  the  young  are  six  weeks  old. 
when  they  may  be  safely  parted  from  their  mother  and  placed  In  the  fatteiilng-pen«. 
If  the  mother  is  not  In  kindle  they  niny  advantageously  be  left  with  her  n  week 
longer,  as  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  mother's  milk  Is  of  the  greatest  beneflt 
In  promoting  growth.  , 

Whatever  method  of  bousing  may  have  been  adopted  for  the  breeding  stock. 
young  rabbits  intended  for  the  table  will  be  found  to  do  best  when  kept  loose  In 
a  shed  or  other  such  building  after  being  weaned.  They  also  fatten  more  quickly 
In  confinement  than  when  running  loose,  and  should  not,  therefore,  be  provided  with 
too  roomy  quai^ers. 

A  further  advantage,  when  such  accommodation  is  available.  Is  that  the  housing 
is  very  much  cheaper  and  a  great  deal  less  room  is  occupied  than  if  the  rabbits  are 
kept  in  ordinary  hutches,  even  though  half  a  dozen  are  placed  In  each.  The  fee«ling 
Is  also  considerably  simplified  and  occupies  much  less  time,  because  n  botch  of  50 
or  100  is  fed  almost  as  quickly  as  one  of  six.  It  Is  merely  n  question  of  the  quantity 
of  food  to  be  supplied.  Naturally,  sufficient  trough-space  must  be  provided  to  permit 
practically  all  the  rabbits  to  feed  at  the  same  time,  and  so  prevent  them  from  fight- 
ing over  their  food.  Otherwise  the  strongest  will  crowd  the  weaker  out,  and.  while 
no  evil  would  result  from  the  former  receiving  rather  more  than  a  fair  .share  of 
the  food  provided,  the  smaller  or  weaker  rabbits  would  sufTer.  The  shed,  or  what- 
ever other  building  Is  made  use  of,  must,  of  course,  be  jierfoctiy  dry  and  lis  f^oor 
well  Uttered  with  straw  or  other  bedding  materials,  of  which  a  little  may  be  added 
dally  to  replaee  that  which  Is  eaten  by  the  rnbblta  or  otherwise  destroyed.  When 
necessary— taat  is.  about  once  a  week,  when  the  shed  l»  fully  tenanted— the  whole 
floor  must  »>e  thoroughly  swept  out  and  cleaned  and  new  bedding  provided.  Periodi- 
cal linjriwashlng  Is  also  necessary.  Overcrowding  must,  of  «>urse,  be  guarded 
against.  As  a  general  rule  It  may  be  taken  that  each  rabbit  should  be  allowed  1% 
square  feet  of  floor-space. 

The  sexes  should  In  all  cases  be  seiMirated.  although  this  Is  not,  perhaps, 
essential  during  the  winter  months.  Ou  the  other  hand,  rabbits  of  all  ages,  but 
of  the  same  sex,  may  be  run  together  up  to  killing-time  If  accommodation  is  limited. 

As  soon  as  weaned  every  effort  should  be  made  to  help  on  the  young  rabbits 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  Every  scrap  of  food  eaten  from  this  time  to  their  twelfth 
or  fourteenth  week  means  additional  proBt  to  the  roarer,  as  It  will  all  tend  to 
rapidly  increase  the  sise  of  the  rabbits.    After  that  age  growth  Is  slower,  and  a

For  this  imr|H)m>  It  Is  usual  to  first  stun  the  rabbit  by 
a  smart  tap  t)ehind  the  ears  with  a  suitable  stick,  for  which  pur|>ose  the  animtil  may 
Ih>  held  head  downwards,  as  already  descTibed,  or  merely  allowed  to  rest  on  the 
grouiMl,  or  u|Min  a  table  or  box,  while  the  ears  ar"  held  a  little  forward  with  the

left  hand.  IH)ue  proi)erly,  the  rabbit  will  fall  over  senseless  as  soon  as  struck. 
Without  delay  It  should  now-  be  laid  on  its  .side  ui)on  a  box  or  low  table,  and  the 
blade  of  a  sharp-pointed  '•  sticking"  knife  imssed  through  Its  neck  immediately 
behind  the  ears,  in  such  a  way  that  the  blade  imsses  right  through  from  one  side 
'  to  the  other.  Blood  will  immediately  flow  freely,  and  the  rabbit  should  be  held  over 
a  bucket,  head  down,  until  the  bleeding  has  ceased-  This  methwl  of  killing  is  a 
little  troublesome,  and  certainly  somewhat  unpleasant,  although  doubtlees  ns 
merciful  to  the  animal  as  any  other  method.  As  the  only  benefit  gained  Is  in  the 
appearance  of  a  skinned  carcass,  it  can,  however,  only  be  recommended  for  rabbits 
so  marketed.  Table  rabbits  sold  with  the  skin  on  are  rather  spoiled  in  appearance 
than  otherwise,  as  the  necks  and  heads  nf  the  carcasses  are  always  more  or  less 
stained  with  blood.  As  It  is  sometimes  urged  in  favour  of  bleeding  that  when  a 
number  of  rabbits  are  killed  ^he  blood  is  useful  for  pigs  or  poultry,  It  may  be

Tbii  done,  irrip  tlie  two  hind  legs  llrmljr  iu  the  left 
band,  and  with  the  right  pull  the  akin  away  frtHU  the  rarcami  aa  far  na  It  will  go, 
which  will  be  up  to  the  fore  lega,  and  will  come  off  quite  eoally  with  one  long.  ak>w 
pc  ,  after  which  free  tbene  leg*  In  much  the  aame  way  ai  won  done  in  the  caae  of 
the  bind  lega.  Give  another  pull  tu  the  Mkln.  and  thii  will  btvonie  detncbe<t  right 
up  to  the  eara.  A  alit  abould  now  be  made  with  u  sharp  knife  between  the  tendon 
and  bone  of  a  hind  leg,  and  the  other  leg  paawMl  through  It  aa  already  dem.'rtt>eil. 
The  rabbit  may  now  be  flsed  by  Ita  hind  legs  ao  IcMiiied  over  a  atrong  nail  or  |H>g 
llxed  In  the  table,  giving  the  operator  the  u«e  of  both  banda  for  ikinning  the  head. 
Take  now  the  akin  In  the  left  hand.  and.  pulling  it  gi-ntly  the  whole  time,  cut  off 
the  eara  cloae  to  the  head  with  the  right  hand;  cut  round  the  eyiM  us  the  Hkin  la 
stopped  by  them,  and  continue  to  uae  the  knife  un  the  forebeiid  and  claewhere,  aa 
required,  until  the  akin  la  pulled  off  entirely. 

The  carcaaa  la  now  ready  to  be  drpased  and  ahniied.  With  thia  object  the  toea 
are  chopped  off  from  each  of  tbe  four  lega.  The  hlud  lega  are  left  looped  na  they 
were  while  tbe  head  waa  being  aKInned,  while  the  fore  IcgH  are  atmk  through  aninll 
allta  made  t>etweeii  tbe  flrtt  and  aecond  riba  on  cither  aide  of  the  fore-quartera. 
Finally,  the  carcaaa  la  preasetl  and  flattened  out  tn  brliig  out  fully  Ita  piumpneaa 
and  to  facilitate  packing.  For  thia  purpose  tbe  rabbit*  ahould  be  laid  out  aide  by 
aide  In  aingle  layers,  uiton  shelves  18  Inches  wide,  with  tbe  bind  legs  against  the 
wall.  A  shaping-board  some  0  inches  wide  is  then  laid  over  them,  so  na  to  spread 
out  the  thighs,  and  this  weighed  down  with  bricks,  stones,  or  some  similar  weights. 
The  rabbits  should  be  left  upon  these  shelves  for  aome  twelve  boura,  by  which  time 
they  will  have  thoroughly  cooled  and  become  rigid.  Light  must,  na  far  aa  possible, 
be  excluded,  as  It  tends  to  discolour  the  flesh ;  so  also  must  dust,  for  which  purpose 
the  carcasses  should  be  covered  with  a  cloth  if  necessary. 

For  aending  to  market  these  rat>bit8  should  be  cloxely  pa<-kcd  in  well-\entllnted 
cratea  of  auitable  size.  One  2  feet  square  and  of  the  aame  depth  will  hold  about 
flfty  carcasses.  The  crates  should  be  lined  with  stout  white  pniier,  the  rabbits 
pnckwl  flat,  and  a  sheet  of  white  parchment  pnjier  laid  between  ciii-h  layer  of 
rabbits.  As  It  is  desirable  that  the  cnrainses  should  be  pnckc<l  as  tightly  n»  |)oH»lble, 
so  aa  to  leave  no  room  for  shaking  them  up,  the  depths  of  the  orntcs  should  be 
governed  by  the  numl)er  of  rnbbita  sent  awny  nt  each  conHlKimient.  If  n  crate 
cannot  be  entirely  filled,  a  false  lid  should  be  laid  over  tbe  top  layer  of  rabbits  and 
held  down  on  them  in  some  way. 

MARKETING  SKINS. 

The  skins  of  rabbits  sold  dressetl  mny  be  ninde  to  yield  n  small  addition  to 
profits.  Furriers  In  this- Province,  however,  do  not  seem  eager  to  purchase  any  skins, 
other  than  all  black,  white,  silver  grey,  or  blue.  In  some  of  the  larger  towns  dresa- 
makers  and  milliners  Kinnetimcs  purchase  a  few  skins  to  be  used  as  trimmings. 
Naturally  enough,  It  is  best  to  collect  a  fair  batch  of  them  before  selling,  and  for 
this  purpose  It  is  necessary  to  preserve  them  so  as  to  nvold  putrefaction.  The  most 
satisfactory  plan,  where  the  akins  are  not  too  numerous  to  be  so  treate<l.  Is  to  stretch 
.ind  fix  them  on  walls  or  hoard.s  by  means  of  n  few  nails  or  tacks,  and  after  scraping 
off  all  fat  and  flesh  adhering  to  them  with  a  blunt  knife,  to  rub  them  i  \  thoroughly 
with  salt  and  a  little  saltpetre  on  the  Inside.  When  thoroughly  dry  anc'  stiff,  which 
condition  they  will  quickly  attain  If  exposeil  to  tbe  sun  or  to  heat  of  any  other  kind, 
they  may  be  stored  for  as  long  as  may  be  deelred.  If  tbe  number  of  skins  to  be 
dealt  with  la  a  large  one,  it  Is  not  possible  to  give  them  so  much  attention,  much 
let  J  to  find  suflicient  space  for  them  to  be  projierly  stretched.  In  that  case,  lines  of 
atout  cord  or  strong  wire  should  be  stretched  in  paira  under  a  shed  or  other  cover

TreatmenI, — .\8  soon  ns  Infection  has  tnk«-n  place  the  disonHcd  stock  shonid  be 
isolated.  The  ear  should  l>e  sprayed  witli  the  Sellers'  tablet  solution,  and  then  the 
affected  parts  anointed  with  carbollzcd  vnselliu".  Some  Kngtish  nnthoriti<>8  r«>com- 
niend  iiov.-derlng  the  spots  with  flowers  of  «ulphur.

Continual  sneezing,  with  profuse  catarrhal  discharge,  accompanied  by  heavy, 
nstbmatlc-like  breathing,  de8cril>es  probably  the  worst  disease,  with  the  exception 
of  iixr.-idiosis  (liverKtisease).  that  attacks  rabbits.    Immediate  kill'  -'  burning
